A central Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T have leased twelve acres of thin, 
rolling land for a term of years. This 
land joins my farm and is overrun 
with cocklebur and velvet weed. It 
was sown to oats and seeded to clover 
and timothy in the spring of 1906, but 
failing to get a stand it was plowed 
and planted to corn in 1907. Now I 
wish to seed down for a hog and cow 
pasture and still leave plenty of grass 





for the cows. Is it best to break and 


keep a cow 
son. It can, however, be done in an 
ordinarily favorable season. 

Whether we would plow, or disk in 
the grain and grass seed without plow- 
ing, would depend upon the season, 
and to some extent on the latitude 
and also upon the character of the 
soil. After an ordinary winter in cen- 
tral Iowa, and on the ordinary prairie 
soil, we do not believe it best to plow 
cornstalk land before seeding. Our 
objection to plowing is that it would 
delay the seeding; and the more so 
because land newly plowed would re-

stances. If his land is rich in humus, 
which it probably is, it would likely 
be just well to break them down and 
burn them. On thinnish land, how- 
ever, we would do the opposite. 

We would disk this land first diag- 
onally across the rows as last plowed, 
giving it a half lap for the purpose 
of leveling up the land. Then we 
would disk it two or three inches deep 
in different directions, giving it three 
or four diskings in all. This will ordi- 
narily prepare a better seed bed than 
is likely to be prepared if the land is 





class condition, and would use the foi- 
lowing mixture: One pound of alsike, 
three pounds of common red, three 
pounds of mammoth clover, and about 
ten pounds of timothy to the acre. 
Blue grass and white clover can in 
that latitude be trusted to come in 
of themselves in sufficient quantity. 

The depth to which we would cover 
these grasses would depend on the 
moisture at the time of sowing. If 
the season should be dry at the time, 
we would give the clovers the same 
depth of covering that we do the 
grain, unless the land is very heavy, 
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burn the stalks and disk in the grain 
and grass seed, or would you advise 
plowing before seeding? Could I sow 
to oats and spring wheat and cut for 
hay? If so, how much seed of each 
hould I sow? Is there any other 
érain as good to seed with, say speltz 
or barley? Oats did not do well on 
this land in 1906. Would you advise 
sowing as early as the ground can be 
worked? Is there any grass seed that 
it would be well to sow with clover 
and timothy to secure a stand?” 
Our correspondent will need to get 
a very good stand of various grasses 
to keep very many hogs and still have 
plenty of pasture for the cows, as 
usually it requires about two acres to 





quire a good deal of working down to | 


make as good a seed bed as can be 
obtained ordinarily without plowing 
by a thorough use of the disk. If the 
winter should remain open, however, 
and there is very little frost to come 
out of the ground, and there should 
be heavy rains say along in March, 
then it would be better to plow and 
fit thoroughly before seeding. The 
great trouble with most farmers in 
preparing the seed bed without plow- 
ing is that they do not disk thor- 
oughly enough.

Our correspondent could sow this to 
oats and spring wheat and cut the 
crop for hay; or he could sow it to 
oats alone, which we think would be 
quite as well. He could sow it to 
Early Champion or Kherson oats and 
Manshury barley, and cut it off be- 
fore the stand of clover would be 
very seriously injured. This crop 
would have considerable feeding value. 
He could sow any of the kinds of oats 
mentioned and when in the dough 
stage cut them for hay. In any case 
we would not use a full seeding, as it 
is important that the grass seeds 
should have plenty of sunlight and air. 

We would seed this land as early 
in the season as it can be put in first- 





that is, has a considerable amount of 
clay or is inclined to gumbo. If rain 
was abundant, however, we would 
sow the grass seeds afterward and 
harrow them in pretty thoroughly. In 
seasons of abundant moisture one of 
the best ways is to use a drill or 
broadcast seeding attachment, as the 
drill usually throws out sufficient dirt 
to cover the grass seeds; but in dry 
seasons or in light soils we would run 
the grass seeds into the grain spouts 
and give them the same covering. 
Inasmuch as this land grows velvet 
weed, we assume that it is rich land, 
as that weed never troubles worn out 
land.

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/ DOUBLE TAXATION.

vA Not a year has passed since we ” 
& 


which we have not had a number of 
bitter complaints from farmers con- 
cerning double taxation. A farmer 
mortgages his farm, and although his 
equity in it may not exceed two-thirds 
of its value, he pays taxes on all »f 
it. The mortgage, if he returns his 
property for taxation as the law re- 
quires, is also taxed for the amount 
of the encumbrance. 

The farmer, having hay, corn, and 
hogs, and wishing to feed cattle, not 
having the necessary money, goes [to 
the bank and borrows it, giving his 
note for the amount. If he has them on 
the first day of January he pays taxes 
on the full amount; and the bank is 
supposed to pay taxes on the amount 
of ihe note. If he borrows the money 
from his neighbor, or buys tne cattle 
from a neighbor and gives his note 
for the amount, the state levies a tax 
on both the cattle and the note. These 
are a few of the instances where 
property is twice taxed. 

The supreme court of Iowa has re- 
cently given a decision which may be 
of interest to those of .our readers 
who have complained of double tax- 
ation in the past. One of our old sub- 
scribers recently died, owning stock 
in a manufacturing concern in Ili- 
nois. He did not consider it his duty 
to return this to the assessors. in 
Iowa, as it was already taxed in IIli- 
nois, and did not do so. The tax 
ferrets, however, discovered it in the 
list of property made by executors. 
The stock amounted to over $17,000 
and they proceeded to assess it for 
three years past. The executors re- 
sisted the assessment. The district 
court sustained them in their conten- 
tion and the tax ferrets appealed to 
the supreme court, which reversed the 
decision of the lower court, the gist 
of the opinion being as follows: 

“When the state finds property 
within its jurisdiction it is not neces- 
sary, before taxing it, to investigate 
and ascertain whether any other state 
has taxed it or asserts the right to do 
so; and if it happen that two or more 
jurisdictions have levied a tax upon 
the same item or description of prop- 
erty for the same period, it is not 
double taxation within the condemna- 
tion of the law. A double taxation, 
obnoxious to the rule, is where the 
second or additional burden is im- 
posed by the same sovereignty which 
imposed the first.” 

It then quotes from a decision in 
Ohio as follows: “Double taxation in 
a legal sense does not exist unless the 
double taxation is levied upon the 
— p’operty in the same jurisdic- 
tion.”

If this 


be so, does it exist when 
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levied upon the same property in the 
same jurisdiction, as, for example, in 
the cases of the farmer and stock- 
man above cited? Does it not seem 
quite clear that when the farmer is 
taxed to the full value of his farm, 
and the mortgagee is taxed with the 
face of the mortgage, this is double 
taxation and hence illegal? We do 
not know, nor do we care very much, 
how the learned gentlemen of the law 
will undertake to get around this 
proposition; but we do know that no 
amount of special pleading, no amount 
of quotations from authorities, will 
convince the plain, common sense 
farmer thet it is not double taxation. 
If states that provide a separate list- 
ing, both the land itself and the en- 
cumbrance, and assess the land at its 
full value, would deduct from it the 
proportion to which it is encumbered, 
they would proceed logically. 

States like Massachusetts, which 
provides that when the farm pays the 
full tax the mortgage is not assess- 
able, seem to us to follow a fairly 
common sense method. It should al- 
ways be remembered that the state, 
except in the case of poll tax, does not 
tax the person but the property, and 
expects the man who claims to own 
the property to pay the taxes on it. 

We may represent the state as an 
individual owning all the property 
within its borders, presenting the 
claim that it is all entitled to con- 
tribute equally to its support. It does 
not stop to take up the matter of en- 
cumbrances, nor to decide any ques- 
tion as to who owns the property when 
the ownership is divided between 
parties. It simply says: This prop- 
erty is entitled to support me, and I 
will levy enough on it for my support 
and let the parties interested settle 
their own questions of ownership. 

The strange feature of this whole 
question is that farmers themselves 
as a rule object to any change that 
would release the mortgage from lia- 
bility to taxation. Hence farmers are 
willing to go on paying taxes on prop- 
erty in which they have only an 
equity for the sake of compelling the 
man who has loaned them the money 
to pay taxes on it. As a matter of 
fact but a mere fraction of this prop- 
erty ever pays any taxes at all, while 
the rate of interest is kept up under 
pretence that it is returned for taxa- 
tion. Hence a rate of interest from 
one-half to one per cent higher than 
the normal is maintained simply for 
the purpose of catching the money 
lender, a purpose which is realized in 
but small measure and then only by 
a few men of strictest honesty. 

The money lender or the mortgagee 
takes this view of it: I live in the 
city. My taxes reach four to eight per 
cent on the assessed value and from 
one to two per cent on the face value. 
It is not often that I can loan money 
for long periods at over five per cent. 
Hence at best I can get but four per 
cent, and, if I live in a large city, but 
three. I must look after my family, 
and I cannot afford to turn in this 
mortgage for taxation. Besides, the 
farmer has already paid taxes on the 
full value of the property, and this 
is most atrocious double taxation. 
Hence he strains his conscience, if 
necessary, and says nothing about the 
loan. The assessor understands this 
matter and does not insist upon it. 
After awhile the mortgagee dies. His 
estate is settled up. The tax ferrets 
find out that he has had this mort- 
gage, and as they are entitled to 
twenty-five per cent of the tax on col- 
lection, they report to the assessor 
and the estate pays it. The effect of 
it all is to drive farmers to invest in 
land where the taxation is less, and 
if land cannot be found in their own 
state they will buy it from the ex- 
treme southern point of Texas to the 
northern portion of Alberta and from 
the Missouri river to the Atlantic 
ocean, provided it is good land or 
reasonably good, or they can be made 
to believe that it is good. 

It is as plain as a pikestaff to any 
man who will think about it for five 
seconds, that these instances of 
double taxation which we have cited 
are most unjust. Any system so abso- 
lutely wrong as this is can work out 
nothing but evil, and one of the evils 
is the violent straining of conscience 
on the part of the money lenders, a 
straining so common that no one but 
the tax ferrets, who are interested in 
the enforcement of it, makes any 
effort to enforce the law. The bur- 
den of it, like a great many other bur- 





dens, comes on the farmer in the in- 
creased rate of interest he has to pay. 
As we have stated before, as a result 
of six months under the new law 
in Massachusetts the rate of inter- 
est in one county in that state 
is one-third of one per cent less 
than it is in the three adjoining coun- 
ties of New York siate, which we be- 
lieve, has had three different laws 
covering this point in the last three 
years. In studying this question farm- 
ers should remember that a low rate 
of interest means high price for land. 

The decision of the supreme court 
above cited is a very serious obstacle 
in the way of farmers making invest- 
ments in railroads or manufacturing 
enterprises in distant states. Good 
land is getting scarce now, very scarce 
indeed. There is a great opportunity 
for farmers to buy stock in the best 
managed railroads of the United 
States at prices which would afford 
them a fine profit and would make 
one of the most desirable invest- 
ments. These properties are taxed in 
their respective states; and if the 
farmer on investing in them is 
obliged, according to this decision, to 
pay a tax of from one to two per cent 
additional and thus be penalized for 
owning stock in them, it will put off 
the day of co-operation between the 
railroads and the people which both 
of them so much desire. 

Many of our readers at first blush 
Wiii not agree with this;. but we ask 
them to think it over pretty carefully 
and ask themselves if they are not 
standing in their own light when in- 
sisting on this double taxation, which 
in the final analysis they must them- 
selves pay, at least to a large extent. 

The question at the bottom is this: 
Is a lien on property itself property? 
In other words: Is a mortgage prop- 
erty in the true sense of the word? 
If the state taxes the person, then the 
tax on the mortgage is right; but if 
it taxes property, then it should either 
tax the lien separate and diminish 
the tax on the property by the amount 
of the encumbrance, or, as Massachu- 
setts has done, declare the lien not 
to be property and hence non-taxable, 
and thus lower the rate of interest in 
the state, and by so doing advance 
the value of property. 





WHY USE A GRAIN DRILL? 


We are receiving an unusual num- 
ber of letters this year asking about 
the advantages of seeding grain with 
a drill rather than sowing broadcast; 
and it is due to our readers that we 
state plainly and distinctly what we 
consider to be the advantages and dis- 
advantages, which we will endeavor to 
do in this article. 

The grain drill saves seed. In sow- 
ing broadcast, no matter how well 
prepared the seed bed may be, there 
is always more or less of it that fails 
to germinate because it does not have 
sufficient covering, particularly if a 
rain should come just after the seed- 
ing is completed, thus uncovering part 
of the grain. If this should be fol- 
lowed by dry weather, much of this 
uncovered seed will fail to germinate 
at all; and the drier the season, the 
larger the proportion that will fail. 

By the use of the drill this is 
avoided. The seed is planted evenly 
and given the same covering, if the 
seed bed has been properly prepared. 
It therefore germinates at the same 
time, comes up at the same time, and 
there is an even chance for each seed. 
Whereas under broadcast sowing some 
of the later plants will necessarily be 
overshadowed, produce little grain, 
and act as weeds rather than plants. 

If the seed bed has been properly 
prepared, the drill places the seed in 
the compacted soil two or three inches 
below the surface, and then covers it 
with loose soil, which insures germi- 
nation. In some sections it is neces- 
sary to use a press drill and bring 
some pressure to bear upon this loose 
soil; in other sections this is unneces- 
sary. Most drills have either presses 
or press attachments; and thus grain 
sown with the drill is more likely to 
germinate, as well as to germinate 
more evenly than when sown broad- 
east. The uniform growth tends io 
uniformity in ripening; so that when 
a field is ripe it is ripe all over. 
There are no green heads in the 
sheaves; and hence a better quality 
of grain is secured, 
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Experiments at the [Illinois Station 
show that five to seven more bushels 
of oats per acre can be grown with 
the drill than broadcasted. We spoa, 
of this because our readers grow mora 
oats than any other small grain cr /D 

In the sowing of winter wheat oy. 
perienced growers have long con- 
sidered that broadcast sowing 
invitation to failure. There are somo 
exceedingly favorable years when 
good crops are grown in this way 
but it is safe to ssay that in these 
same years better crops would haye 
been grown by the use of the drijj- 
while in poor years the drill makes aj) 
the difference between success anq 
failure. 

Another reason why farmers shonlq 
use the grain drill is that, if the cop. 
ditions require it, they can give the 
clover seed the same covering as the 
grain, thus insuring germination. 
This is not necessary in all sections. 
nor in all kinds of soil; but where 
the rainfall is below’ twenty-five 
inches and the soil is not too heayy, 
it is safer to give clover the same 
covering that you do any kind of 
spring grain. There are other se. 
tions in which a lighter covering i; 
desirable; but in this case if the grass 
seeds are sown broadcast in advance 
of the drill, the drills usually furnish 
it sufficient covering. It is better to 
have the grass seeds between the 
drills than in them, for the reason 
that they have a better chance of sun- 
light and heat, and as the grain 
ripens and the grasses approach the 
critical stage they have more ventila- 
tion than is possible when sown in 
the drills. 

Another great feature of the grain 
drill is that it permits the cultivation 
of winter wheat and rye in _ the 
spring, which at the same time covers 
the clover seed when sown with these 
crops. It also gives an opportunity, 
where farmers wish to sow rape after 
their oats are up, to give it sufficien 
covering to insure germination with 
out injuring the oats in the least. 
Again, the grain drill can be used to 
sow not merely the ordinary grains 
such as wheat, oats, rys, and barley, 
but sorghum, beans, peas, and fodder 
corn. 

When we urge farmers to grow win- 
ter wheat and rye they object th: 
they do not have the drills, assuming 
that the drill is used for this purpose 
only. This is a very great mis 
When it comes to reseeding 
grass or timothy sod with clover, for 
the purpose of feeding the land with 
nitrogen to and increase the amount 
of grass, nothing will serve the pur- 
pose as some of the disk drills. 

We do not wish to be understood 
as saying that any one drill is equally 
well adapted to all sections of the 
country. The disk drill is preferable 
in seeding winter wheat on ground 
from which corn has been harvested 
or put in the silo. We do not think 
anything will equal it for that; nor 
do we think anything will equal it in 
reseeding sod with clover. 

On the other hand, we can readily 
conceive of conditions in which shoe 
drills would be preferable. We be 
lieve that in the drier sections of 
country the shoe drill will insure bet 
ter germination than the disk drill 
for the reason that from the very 
nature of its construction it puts the 
grain in closer connection with 
hard soil below; and, if a press drill 
will act as a roller for the loose dim 
that falls in, and thus make germ 
nation absolutely certain if the seed 
is germinable and there is any reason 
able amount of moisture. 

Before buying a drill farmers should 
earefully consider their own circum: 
stances, send for the literature of the 
different drills advertised, and use 
their own judgment as to what suits

their conditions best; but by all 
means buy a drill. We advise this 
because, putting the whole thing ™ 


a nutshell, we believe it will enabit 
him to grow more grain per acre, 
and of better quality and with less 
seed, and will at the same time sivé 
him a better chance to secure a stand 
of grasses when sown with the grail. 

If the farmer has forty acres of land 
to put in small grain each year, the 
increase in one year’s crop should 
very nearly if not altogether pay thé 
price of the drill. We will never 1° 
our best farming in the western coum 
try until we learn what eastern farm

there is a car shortage on the railroads 
or not, there must be a great deal more 
attention paid to forest planting on the 


farm than there has been heretofore. 
There was considerable forest planting 
in these states in the early years of 
their settlement. The object then in 
view was not to secure post timber or 
puilding material or fuel, but to protect 
the farm houses and other buildings 
from the storms of the western winter. 
Therefore they chose, and chose wisely 
yarieties that would surely grow and 
grow quickly, the quicker the better; 
such varieties as soft maple, cotton- 
wood, box elder and the various wil- 
lows. All of these were native to the 
country or acclimated, and with any 
sort of care and attention would make 
a vigorous growth. 

Times change and farmers must 
change with them. The forest tree 
planting in the west, small as it ap- 
pears to be in comparison with the 
acreage, has done much to modify the 
severity of the winters, more than any- 
one would think. What is needed now 
is timber for fence posts, for fuel and 


for lumber, as well as_ protection 
against the blizzards of the winter and 
the heat of summer. 

In considering this subject three 
questions are suggested: What varie- 
ties to plant; where to plant them; 
and how to plant and cultivate them. 


It need not be said that the varieties 
selected must be adapted to the cli- 
mate: and, therefore, the varieties 
that should be selected in the southern 
portion of our territory would naturally 
be different from those in the central 
part, and still different from those in 
the northern, and again different from 
those in the semi-arid sections. 


The Forest Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has recently is- 
sued a bulletin on forest planting in 
eastern Nebraska, which contains 
some suggestions that are equally ap- 
plicable to the latitude of Nebraska 


east of the Missouri river. The bulle- 
tin begins with a survey of existing 
plantations in eastern Nebraska, 
showing the growths that have actual- 
ly been made under Nebraska condi- 
tions of the different trees that have 
been planted. 

In one plantation, where the trees 
were cottonwood, silver maple, black 
walnut, green ash, hardy catalpa and 
honey locust, it may be interesting to 
note, that in twenty years the cotton- 
wood attained a height of 55 feet and 
a diameter, breast-high, of 11 inches; 
the maple a height of 44 feet, diameter 


6.5 inches; the black walnut a height 
of 30 feet, diameter 6.1 inches; the green 
ash a height of 27 feet, diameter 4.4 
inches; the hardy catalpa a height of 


27 feet, diameter 4.9 inches; the honey 
locust a height of 27 feet, diameter 5.1 
inches. This shows what can be done 
on upland, and under the conditions pe- 
culiar to the humid sections. 

_ The trees recommended for this sec- 
Uon are the hardy catalpa, green ash, 
biack walnut and honey locust; and in 
the southern portion, or south of lati- 
tude 41, which runs through the sec- 
ond tier of counties in Iowa from the 
southern line, the osage orange.

8 44.88 This plantation was on 
poorer soil and as a result yielded only 
18 first class posts and 510 second-class 
posts at 14 and 9 cents, respectively, 
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making an income of $44.82 for the 15 
years. The bulletin remarks that 
these two plantations make it clear 
that catalpa requires a good soil for its 
best development, and emphasizes the 
fact that with trees as other plants the 
highest returns are realized from the 
best soils. 

A plantation of ash trees cost at the 
end of 21 years $39.17. The return in 
first and second class posts, poles and 
fuel was $148, or a net income of 
$108.83 in 21 years. These figures 
show pretty clearly that on good land 
and with thorough cultivation, forests 
may be made to pay even as a finan- 
cial investment. 

The bulletin recommends mixtures 
of walnut and catalpa four by four, 
each alternate row and each alternate 
tree in the remaining rows being catal- 
pa. This would require 680 walnut 
trees and 2,040 catalpa trees per acre. 
The catalpas can be removed long be- 
fore the black walnuts, thus giving 
them the full use of the land. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that the 
black walnuts will do their best only 
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legislation which may be pending and 
asks them to vote either for or against 
it. I commend tke Farmer for this, 
but my observation is that very few 
of its readers take its advice and actu- 
ally write to their representatives in 
congress or in the legislature. Very 
often we do not know the name and 
address of the party to whom we 
should write, and we let the matter 
go. Now, it seems to me if we had 
a local representative to whom farm- 
ers and thinking men could go without 
much trouble and express their wiews 
on these important questions that 
come up before congress and before 
the different state legislatures, and 
have this representative write, we 
could accomplish a good deal more. 
From time to time it seems to me that 
the city or township clerk should be 
authorized by law to act for the peo- 
ple in this capacity. I believe it would 
result in a good many more people 
taking an intelligent interest in legis- 
lative matters and that great good 
would be done. As it is now about 
99 per cent of the people keep quiet 
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and thus is the ancestress of the fam- 
ily, her descendants being ‘called 
Dorotheas, though they . have indi- 
vidual names. The same is true of 
Orange Blossom and Victoria. The 
term “straight Scotch” means an ani- 
mal whose ancestry traces entirely to 
Short-horns bred in Scotland. The 
term Scotch-topped means an animal 
whose sire was a Scotch bull. Our 
correspondent can doubtless find in 
the book “Short-horn Cattle” about as 
much information on this subject as 
he can get anywhere. We can fur- 
nish this to him for two dollars. He 
evidently has a herd of cows of choice 
breeding judged by present day stand- 
ards and he should exercise care in 
selecting the bull to use on them. 





BOG SPAVIN. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“I have a mare five years old that 
has a bog spavin. I noticed it coming 
on her about six months ago. It 
doesn’t make her lame. I would like

on good, rich, well drained bottom 
land. 

One honey locust grove has yielded 
a net return of $132.93 at the end of 
29 years. An osage orange grove on 
good, rich, prairie upland cost’ with in- 
terest at the end of 32 years $90.25 per 
acre, but yielded a net return of 
$290.95. 

We mention these facts because we 
have a firm conviction that the time 
has come when every good farmer 
should at least begin the careful study 
of forestry as applied to his afrm. As 
to where to plant, that must be deter- 
mined by the conditions on the farm. 
There are many farm acres which can 
be more profitably devoted to growing 
timber than anything else, and which 
sooner or later should be devoted to 
that purpose. Frequently it is possi- 
ble, by putting a very thick timber belt 
on the north and west sides of the 
buildings to give the farm all the ad- 
vantages of the climate one hundred 
miles south with none of the disadvant- 
ages; and for this reason a good many 
of the timber plantations in years to 
come will undoubtedly be put on the 
north and west side of the buildings 
and feed lots. 

Where the farmer has land that is 
already well set in valuable timber 
such as oak, ash, black walnut, honey 
locust, the very best thing he can do 
is to let nature take its course. The 
time is not far distant when these 
timber tracts, which have been selling 
at a low price when offered in the mar- 
ket, will become almost as valuable as 
any other part of the farm. 

To all who contemplate growing tim- 
ber we make these suggestions: The 
timber plantation requires quite as 
thorough preparation as the corn field 
and for the first two years quite as 
thorough cultivation. There are some 
trees that will grow on thin lands; 
others that will grow only on rich land. 
The catalpa is one of the latter, the 
black walnut another, and it is not 
worth any man’s while to undertake to 
grow these trees unless he has rich, 
well drained alluvial soil. 





INFLUENCING LEGISLATORS. 


A Clarke county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes:

and say nothing, and permit their law- 
makers to follow their own inclina- 
tion.” 

Whether our correspondent’s ideas 
could be worked out satisfactorily we 
do not know. It seems to us rather 
doubtful. Even if it could, the aver- 
age legislator would discount letters 
received from one person. As long 
as we have a government by the peo- 
ple and as long as our laws are made 
by representatives of the people who 
must go back every year or every two 
years for endorsement, just that long 
will it be necessary for the people 
themselves to take an active interest 
in legislative matters. The senator, 
the congressman, or the member of a 
state legislature is very responsive to 
letters from his own constituents. He 
pays more attention to them and is 
influenced more by them than our 
readers suspect. It is true that many 
people do not know the name of their 
congressman or of their representa- 
tive in the legislature, and this is a 
great misfortune. Every citizen ought 
to know the public officers who repre- 
sent him in the legislative matters, 
and he ought to be willing to express 
his mind freely to them on all mat- 
ters in which he is interested or of 
which he has knowledge. It is a duty 
he owes to the community. 





BREEDING SHORT-HORNS. | 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“About a year ago I bought a herd 
of Short-horn cows, twelve in number, 
as fine a lot of cows as one would want 
to see. They are recorded, but aside 
from that I do not know the first thing 
about them. Can you explain to me 
what the terms Cruickshank, Doro- 
thea, Orange Blossom, Victoria, 
straight Scotch, and Scotch-topped 
mean? Where can I get information 
on this subject? I must buy a bull to 
breed to the cows and would like to 
be a little better posted first.” 

The term Cruickshank refers to the 
strain of cattle which descend from 
the herd of Mr. Amos Cruickshank, of 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland, one of the 
greatest Short-horn breeders. The 
terms Dorothea, Orange Blossom, and 
Victoria are names of families, the 
names descending to the family from 
the name of the imported cow. For 
example, the cow Dorothea was im- 
ported from Scotland to this country, 





to know if I can do anything to re- 
duce the swelling. Would blistering 
do it any good? What should I use 
for blistering?” 


Bog spavin as a rule does not cause 
lameness, and is not usually regarded 
as so very serious. To reduce the 
swelling either blisterimg or thorough 
cauterization are used. To produce 
blistering a mixture of biniodide of 
mercury one dram and lard one ounce 
is used. This is rubbed on with the 
fingers, and after twenty-four hours it 
is washed off and lard is rubbed on 
instead. This is repeated every other 
week, and continued for’ several 
months if the swelling is not removed. 
During this time the horse should be 
given complete rest. Blistering should 
not be used if there is any heat or 
soreness in the swelling. Heat or 
swelling may be reduced by bathing in 
cold water and applying lead lotion. 
As a rule it is better to let the bog 
spavin alone. 





CEMENT POSTS. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“IT understand that the reinforcing 
of cement posts with wire and the 
manner of fastening the wire fence 
to the post is covered by patent. Will 
I have to pay $10 for a farm right and 
the privilege of making them? I wish 
to make cement posts for my own use 
on the place, but it seems like graft 
to have to buy a farm right. Of 
course I do not want to infringe on 
the rights of others. Is the idea pat- 
ented? Do you consider cement posts 
good posts?” 

There is no patent on the idea of 
making cement posts, but some de- 
vices used for reinforcing and for 
fastening the wire to the posts are 
patented. If our correspondent wishes 
to use some particular patented 
method of reinforcing the posts or 
fastening the wire to them he must 
secure permission from the owners of 
the patent or they can make him 
trouble, but if he uses an original 
method of fastening the wire, or if 
he simply ties the wire to the posts, 
he can go ahead and make and use 
cement posts without subjecting him- 
self to prosecution for infringement 
of patents. '

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RETURN PASSES IN MISSOURI. 


Some years since the Missouri leg- 
islature enacted a law requiring rail- 
roads to issue free transportation to 
shippers and care-takers of live stock 
both to market and back to the point 
at which shipment originated. Three 
years ago the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners of Missouri brought suit 
against the Burlington Railroad Com- 
pany for violation of this law. The 
lower court sustained the law and the 
railroad company appealed it to the 
supreme court. The latter court has 
recently handed down a decision re- 
versing the findings of the lower court 
and holding the law unconstitutional. 
In the course of its decision the 
supreme court says that the statute 
does not mention any consideration 
for the free transportation of the stock 
shipper or his employe and does not 
impose upon the shipper the duty of 
caring for the stock, and says that 
if it was the intention of the legisla- 
ture to require the shipper to accom- 
pany the stock and care for it the 
law should have so provided. 

While the statement of the supreme 
court to the effect that no considera- 
tion for the free transportation of the 
shipper or his employe is set forth 
in the law is true, it is a matter of 
common knowledge that freight rates 
on live stock have always been con- 
sidered to cover the matter of trans- 
portation for the shipper or care- 
taker. So far as we know there is no 
intention on the part of railroad com- 
panies to discontinue the return pass, 
but if they should do so they should 
be required to reduce the freight 
rates correspondingly. 





SUBSOILING 


An Iowa correspondent writes that 
he left his farm fifteen years ago in 
a high state of cultivation; that it has 
badly run down in that time; and 
that he intends moving back for the 
sole purpose of building it up. He 
recognizes the value of clover and til- 
ing, but wishes us to advise him as 
to subsoiling. What he means by 
subsoiling is, to use his own words, 
“After having plowed the _ required 
depth, loosening the soil in the bottom 
of the furrow, without bringing it to 
the surface.” If desirable, he wants 
to know the best method of subsoiling 
on his land, the average prairie soil 
of northern Iowa. 

We wonder how many farmers have 
had this same experience, and will 
find it necessary to go back to the 
farm in order to repair the waste of

We remem- 
ber that farmers when we were a boy 
took up the subject of subsoiling, the

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LINE BREEDING. 


An Iowa correspondent wants us to 
explain the term “line breeding,” as he 
does not understand it. Perhaps we 
can do this by explaining the different 
terms used in connection with breed- 


ing. 

First, there is “in and in” breeding, or 
incestuous breeding, which means the 
mating of animals very nearly related, 
as for example, sire to daughter, son to 
dam, brother to sister, or the mating 
of animals which in the human family 
would be known as uncle to niece, 
nephew to aunt, or cousins. (It will be 
noticed that we do not have in the 
English language terms equivalent to 
these relationships when applied to 
live stock, and this is one of its de- 
fects.) This in and in breeding is prac- 
ticed with very great success by men 
who are truly breeders and not merely 
maters, men who are experts in the 
science of breeding. It is not a safe 
practice for the ordinary farmer nor 
for the ordinary breeder. It is done 
most safely by men who besides hav- 
ing the highest skill have also plenty 
of money which they can afford to 
throw away. The results are usually 
some of the very best individuals, but 
it also produces some of the very 
We do not recommend it. 


worst. 

Line breeding is the breeding of ani- 
mals belonging to the same strain and 
type, but not closely related. When a 


farmer uses Short-horn Bates-bred 
bulls on Bates-bred cows, which sever- 
al generations back may trace on some 
lines to the same ancestor, or when he 
is breeding Scotch bulls on Scotch 
cows distantly but not closely related, 
he is practicing line breeding. Very 
close line breeding approximates in and 
in breeding, while breeding as remote 
relations as second or third cousins 
would be regarded by some as line 


breeding. The two lines of breeding 
merge imperceptibly into each other. 
When two different strains of cattle, 
all belonging to the same breed and 
eligible to record in the same herd 


book as for example, the Scotch Short- 
horns on Bates families or the Ameri- 
can sorts are mated, it is termed 
top-crossing. For example, a calf 
whose dam and _ “sire are bcth 
Scotch would be called pure 
Scotch; but if his dam_ belongs 
to a Bates family or one cf the Amer- 
ican sorts, it would be called Scotch 
topped, and if the dam was Scotch and 


the sire Bates it would be ca!led Bates | 


topped. Many animals are called 
Scotch which have one or more Scotch 
tops. These are not really Scotch cat- 
tle, but Seotch topped. A good deal of 
the breeding practiced at present is of 
this character. 

When two distinct breeds are 
crossed, as for example, Herefords on 
Short-horn, or Angus on Hereford, or 
Galloway on Short-horn, the progeny 
are cross treds. They are the mixing 
of two lines of breeding which have 
been regarded as sufficiently distinct 
to entitle them to different herd books. 
This method of breeding is to be recom- 
mended only when the progeny is not 


intended for breeding purposes. It de- 
stroys uniformity in the produce. 
Some of our breeds, however, have 
been developed by this practice, not in- 
tentionally, but as the result of cir- 
cumstances and conditions; for exam-

generally a very considerable modifi- 
cation of the original type. 

When the females are native sorts 
without any particular line of breeding 
and a sire of the improved breeds is 
selected, the progeny is called a grade. 
When this progeny is bred to a sire of 
the same breed for two or three gener- 
ations, the produce becomes known as 
a high grade, and very frequently is 
quite equal to the pure bred for. meat 
purposes. 

In the above we have defined these 
terms as we understand them and use 
them editorially, and the object of this 
article is to define these terms so that 
the reader can make no mistake as to 
what we mean. Our definitions may 
not be accepted in full by other writers 
but we think we have stated the gen- 
eral understanding. 





SCOURS IN LAMBS. 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have twenty-one lambs which 
have the scours. They have been fed 
about two ears of corn a day and all 
the clover and hay they will clean up. 
They have all the well water they 
want, and up to a few days ago all the 
rock salt they wanted. What is the 





matter with these lambs? Do you 
think it is the rock salt, or do you 
think it is the water, which is slightly 
mineral but does not seem to effect 
the other stock? Their bowels becafhe 
loose shortly after I got them, and 
they have been getting worse all the 
time. They have been in a dry lot 
now for about three weeks.” 

Scours may be caused by almost any 
irritant in the bowels. In our corre- 
spondent’s case it might be the change 
in the feed when he brought the lambs 
on the place, or it may be the water 
May have some purgative agencies 
which would cause irritation. If the 
corn and clover hay is of good quality 
we can see no reason why it should 
cause scours. If, however, either the 
corn or the hay is musty or spoiled 
in any way that might be the trouble. 
We suggest to our correspondent that 
he reduce the feed and give a dose of 
castor oil, following it with a dose 
of the following: Twelve drachms 
prepared chalk, one drachm powdered 
ginger, and one drachm of laudanum, 
mixed in a cup of luke-warm water. We 
think if our correspondent will reduce 
the feed and exercise some care he 
can get along without having to. use 
some of the medicine, with the ex- 
ception possibly of the castor oil. ’ 





BABY BEEF. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 
“Would you consider it profitable to 





let calves run with the cows and feed 
them all the grain they will eat and 
sell at ten to twelve months of age? 
I have twelve cows which will calve 
by the first of March. I have been 
thinking of taking part of each cow’s 
milk and get what milk we need for 
the house use and allow the calves to 
og the rest. What do you think 
of it?” 


It requires the conditions to be 
right and an artist in charge to make 
money selling calves at ten to twelve 
months of age as baby beef. Most of 
the gain must be made with grain, 
and at prices at which grain is now 
selling and will sell during the com- 
ing summer the calves will have to 
do well and sell at a good round fig- 
ure if they make the feeder anything. 
Our correspondent is handicapped in 
having only twelve calves, assuming 
that he will get a calf from each cow. 
He will have less than a car load, 
and unless he is feeding some other 
stuff so that he can ship a full car 
load’ he will be at the mercy of the 
local buyer. Answering in a general 
way, we would say that ordinarily it 
will not pay to make baby beef under 
present conditions. Whether our cor- 
respondent can do it or not at a profit 
depends upon _ circumstances. We 
would not care to advise him person- 
ally one way or the other, because we 
do not know all of his conditions, but 
speaking generally, we would not ad- 
vise this sort of feeding. 
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DRAGGING THE ROAD. 

Two years ago we gave a great deal 
of space in Wallaces’ Farmer to the 
question of dragging the roads. We 
were instrumental in securing the 
first good roads train ever run in the 
United States, spending a couple of 
weeks with it. We have had the sat- 
isfaction of know’ne that this habit of 
road dragging has heen ex‘ended over 


many states, and wherever the drag 
has been used properiy the results 
have been not only beneficial but to 


many people astounding. 
We call attention to the matter now 


because one of the best times to drag 
the roads is when the first frost is 
going out of the ground. In the south- 
ern part of our territory it frequently 
happezs that some time in the month 
of January, and generally in Febru- 
ary, there is a spell of soft weather 
which thaws out an inch or two of 
the road’s surface. In the norihern 
part of our territory this wil! usually 
occur in the lai.er part of February 
or early in March. Then is ihe time 
to drag the roads, 

Ii should be dene in the middle of 
the day, of course, wafle the mud its 
soft. If this dreeging is done right 
alone through the syring, always when 
the roads are wet or just drying of, 
the road will be reasonably good all 
summer. 

We once more wish to impress upon 


our readers that a first-class road can- 
not be made with the drag in one 
year or even in two; but a road much 
better than anyone who has not seen 
it will believe can be made in the first 
year, and if the dragging is continued 
intelligently and at the proper time, 


‘in five or six years the road will be- 


come so thoroughly impacted on the 
surface that the water will run off of 
it as off of a roof. No moisture hav- 
ing collected in the ground, there will 
be no frost to come out. 

Bear in mind that dragging the road 
as heretofore directed, never when it 
is dry but always when it is wet or 
drying off, will fill up the gullies, give 
the water opportunity to run off into 
the side drains, which must be kept 
open if the dragging is to be effective; 
allow the winds to blow over it freely, 
thus evaporating the moisture; and 
will in time provide a road that is 
oval and smooth and hard and elastic. 
These are the four requirements of a 
first-class road.

| success in life in a 
the fact that he has been a careful 
reader of advertisements and thus 
kept up with the times. In fact, it is

with the understanding that they are 
intended to call especial attention to 
advertisements.

While the 
advertisements furnish much _ the 
largest revenue, the paper is edited 
from the standpoint of the reader, not 
only because this is right in itself (the 
subscribers being the very base and 
foundation of the paper), but because 
the interests of the subscriber and 
the interests of legitimate advertisers 
are identical. If the subscribers of a 
legitimate agricultural paper prosper, 
the paper will prosper. and so will 
those who pay for the advertising 
space. If the paper is published 
mainly for advertising, then it loses 
its value to the reader and should be 
stopped at once. 








COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS FOR 
THE TRUCK FARMER. 


A subscriber who is building up a 
little fruit and truck farm near one of 
our Iowa towns, and during the fall 
and winter hauling out a great deal 

} Of manure from town, which contains 

a considerable amount of planing 
+ mill shavings that are used for the 
bedding of horses, asks us how the 
value of this manure compares with 
that where straw is used for bedding. 

It would be difficult to compare two 
things so widely different in manurial 
value as straw and shavings. Shav- 
| ings have no manurial value beyond 
that contained in the ash, and the 
ash from pine or soft wood of any 
kind is not nearly as valuable as that 
from hard wood. 

We doubt the propriety of the truck 
farmer or gardener using manure of 
any kind except to the extent of keep- 
ing the land supplied with humus and 
in fine physical condition. He wants 
quick results, and, provided his land 
is in fine physical condition and well 
supplied with humus, he gets the best 
results from commercial fertilizers 
containing a large amount of nitrogen. 
He is about the only one in Iowa that 
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been used for bedding is about the 
poorest he could use in a garden, as 
the shavings until rotted would seri- 
ously interfere with the movement of 
water in the soil. 

We have had no experience in truck 
farming, and in the above we are sim- 
ply taking up the suggestions of those 
who have given attention to the sub- 
ject. We call our friend’s attention 
to this point simply that he may in- 
vestigate it and see whether the 
ovinion expressed in the above is cor- 
rect. 





WORKING THE STALLION. 


We have for the last two or three 
years endeavored to impress upon the 
minds of farmers and others who keep 
stallions the importance of not merely 
giving them abundant exercise, but 
of developing the draft or pulling in- 
stinct, which can be acquired or pre- 
served only by actual exercise at the 
plow or wagon. 

We have in mind now an instance 
of a stallion which we advised should 
be put in harness before the season 
of 1906. The advice was not followed, 
the reason assigned by the farmer be- 
ing that he could not trust his hired 
hands to work him and had not the 
time to do it himself. The stallion 
therefore went through the season 


with comparatively little exercise and - 


got only a small fraction of the mares 
in foal. Last year he changed hands, 
with the result that two-thirds of the 
mares bred to him are now known to 


be in foal. The stallion was kept on 
the same farm as before and on the 
same feed, the only difference being 


that one se2zson he was worked mod- 
erately until the beginning of the sea- 
son and@ the other he lived a life of 
idleness. 

We know of no reason why. horses 
should be more impotent than any 
other class of live stock, except that 
they are not kept under conditions 
which develop the greatest amount of 
vitality. If you have a stallion, work 
him just as you do the mares. If you 
patronize another stallion, whether 
owned by a company or not, give the 
preference, other things being equal, 
to the one that is worked regularly

The man 
who holds the mortgage loses what 
the other man gains. This inequal- 
ity is adjusted by the increasing in- 
terest rates.” 

He then points out that deprecia- 
tion in the value of gold will affect 
disastrously the man on a salary, un- 
less the salary can be advanced to an 
extent that will correspond to the de- 
preciation; and the man who is living 
on the interest of his money, or who 
holds bonds of railroads and mortages 
on lands. 

All this confirms what we have 
been trying to point out to our readers 
for a couple of years past, and ac- 
counts for the rapid and continuous 
advance in the price of lands in the 
corn and grass belt. There may be, 
and no doubt will be during the pres- 
ent period of depression, a check to 
this advance; but we have not the 
slightest doubt that when this depres- 
sion is over (and how long it will last 
wiil devend on _ political considera- 
tion), the advance in the price of land 
wll be resumed. We believe, there- 
fore, that the man who keeps his 
investments in something which can 
rice and fall with the movement of 
gold will be safe. 





RATIONS FOR BREEDING EWES. 


A southwestern Iowa correspondent 
wr.tes us that he is just starting in 
the sheep business, has forty breeding 
ewes, and plenty of oats and bariey 
grown together. He wants to know if 
he should feed this grain whole to 
the ewes, or whe:her it should be 
ground. For roughness he has clover 
h-y, tame hay, oats hay, and shredded 
fcdder. He wishes to know which of 
these is best for the ewes, and how 
much grain they should have per day. 

We do not know of anyone who has 
a better ration for breeding ewes than 
this; and if he does not produce a 
fine fleece and a fine crop of lambs it 
will be due to something beside the 
ration. We would give these ewes 
clover hay until near lambing time, 
and then would give them a small 
amount of this oats and barley with- 
out grinding. A sheep that cannot do 
its own grinding is not fit to have a 
lamb. Our correspondent grinds this 
feed and makes it into a slop for his 
sows, and that is all right; but the 
digestive system of the sheep is much 
more efficient than that of either hogs 
or cattle. 

How much grain he should give will 
have to be determined by his own ex- 
perience. Commence with a little at 
a time; add to it gradually, but never 
give them more than they can eat up 
clean. We would suggest decreasing 
whenever we saw that they began to 
eat less hay. Clover hay is the best 
feed he has for the ewes, but it might 
be well to give any of the other feeds 
for variety. oe like men, prefer 
variety, even if of inferior character 
to their regular feed. It is not likely 
that it will be necessary to give these 
ewes at any time more than half a 
pound of the mixed grain per day. 





CLOVER WITHOUT A NURSE 
CROP. 


We have been receiving several let- 
ters lately asking about the propriety 
of sowing clover without a nurse 
crop. 

There are some conditions and some 
sections where this is advisable; for 
example, in sections that have less 
than twenty-five inches of rainfall; 
or in any season when the rainfall is 


short, which, however, no Man can 
foresee; or on land so thin that it is 
not able to grow a nurse crop of 


weeds. 

On rich or moderately rich lands 
with an abundance of moisture, espe- 
cially those that are losing fertility 
and are supplied with a fine crop of 
weeds, it is better to sow a nurse 
crop that is of some value than to 
allow weeds to fight with the clover 
for possession of the land. There- 
fore, under these circumstances we 
would sow say from a bushel to two 
bushels of oats, one bushel on the 
thinner lands and increasing it as the 
land increases in fertility. We would 
use the earliest variety of oats obtain- 
able and cut them as a hay crop.

CHATS ON CLOVER GROWING. 


4s usual at this time of the year, 
w e receive an almost endless number 
of letters from farmers in different 
-octions of the country asking for 
-necific advice and instructions on the 
method of clover growing under their 
conditions, and we are obliged to deal 
them in the form of chats.

What is the objec- 
tion to harrowing lightly over wheat 
sown in this way?” 

There is no objection unless on 
actual trial it is found that the harrow 
tears out the wheat plants. A ligit 
harrowing on a light soil will not do 
so.

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“IT have a field of eight acres which 
I intend to sow to clover and timothy 
in the spring. It is very rich. What 
would be the best nurse crop? Two 
years ago I sowed this field to barley, 
and it all went down soon after it 
headed out except five or six acres on 
the highest ground. Some of it wer. 
down even before it headed out. The 
field has had five crops of corn and 
one of barley s'nce it was broken.” 

There is a possibility of any kind 
of nurse crop going down on very rich 
land and in a wet season like that of 
two years ago. To avoid the danger 
of odging where we were anxious to 
obiain a stand of clover and timothy, 
we would sow two-thirds of a seeding 
of the earliest available variety of 
oats. In this case we would suggest 
the Kherson oats. Then if they 
lodged we would mow and make hay 
Out of them before they had time to 
injire the grasses. 

Possibly speltz might answer the 
gh res as well or better. It is said 
on and up well where oats will go 
“own. We ourselves have had no 
practical experience in growing it.

Our favorite way of sowing red 
clover is on winter wheat drilled, the 
clover sown with timothy in the spring 
as soon as the ground will work nicely 
after the frost goes out. We sow 
broadcast and harrow pretty thor- 
oughly, which cultivates and greatly 
improves the wheat. When we do not 
have winter wheat we sow with oats 
drilled. With the ground in fine con- 
dition, so that the drill would actu- 
ally cover the seed, we would sow 
broadcast; but if the season was dry 
and the soil light we would give it 
the same depth of covering as the 
oats. We would prefer to sow it 
broadcast and cover with the drill if 
We were sure it would get sufficient 
covering, for the reason that it would 
have a better ch2ence to grow betwee2n 
the drill rows than in the drills with 
the oats. 

Our favorite time for sowing alfalfi 
east of the Misscuri river is in te 
fall, or rather, late summer, from the 
middle to the last of August. The 
seed bed should first be thoroughly 
prepared and put in practically garden 
condition by repeated diskings, to 
germinate both spring and fall weed 
seeds, and put the ground in conii- 
tion to hold moisture. In the latitude 
of our correspondent we would cer- 
tainly sow in- the fall and take our 
chances with the grasshoppers. If 
sown at first on a small acreage and 
near the buildings, the poultry should 
be able to take care of the grass- 
hoppers. We do not recommend any 
farmer east of the Missouri river to 
sow a large acreage of alfalfa unless 
he has first tried it in a small way 
and learned how to handle it. 

A northern Indiana correspondent 
writes: 

“IT have a field of low land, largely 
muck, on which I have been raising 
corn for several years. I want to seed 
it to grass this spring. The land is 
quite loose and clean. What course 
had I better pursue? I want it for 
permanent pasture. How shall I pre- 
pare the land? What seed shail I sow, 
and how much of each? Should I use 
some kind of fertilizer?” 

We would remove the stalks either 
by burning or eutting them off with 
a stalk cutter, and disk the ground 
so as to level it up. On that kind of 
lend a holf lep will probably put it 
in first-class condition. We would sow 
about two-:hirds of a seeding of early 
oats and with it the following mixture 
of grasses: Two pounds of mam- 
moth, two pounds of alsike, two 
pounds of common red clover, eight 
to ten pounds of timothy and six to 
eight pounds of fancy cleaned blue 
grass. 

If the ground should be very dry 
and loose in the spring we would drill 
in the oats, and on that kind of soil 
if the season should open up dry we 
would give the clovers the same depth 
of covering that we did the oats. Sow 
the timothy and blue grass first and 
harrow them in. If the soil was quite 
full of wzeter we would sow alli the 
grasses first, harrow, and then drill. 
If the oats should make too rank 
growth, we wold mow them off for 

y as soon as they were in the dough 
stage, in order to prevent them from 
smothering out the grasses. 

Our correspondent m-y ask: Why 
sow oats at all? Because on that 
kind of land nature will furnish him 
a nurse crop in the shape of weeds, 
and a nrse crop of oats is preferable 
to cne of weeis. We advise sow'ng 
early oats because they will not make 
so rank growth, and for that reason 
will be a much better nurse crop than 
the later varieties. 

Whether he should use any fertilizer 
or not will depend on the size of the 
corn crops previously grown on the 
land. if the ecrn crops have been 
large, it is evicent that the land is 
plentifully supplied with potash; but 
if the crops have been small, indicat- 
ing a lack of potash, we would put 
on about two hundred pounds of 
muriate of potash either before we 
prepared the ground or directly after- 
ward, and before sowing. 

A Webster county, Iowa, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“I wish to bother you for a little 
advice with regard to clover seeding. 
I am seeding down thirty acres. You 
recommend a mixture of grasses, 
Why not sow alsike altogether, as 
long as it makes finer hay, which I 
know it does? My reason for wishing 
to sow alsike alone is that I might 
be able to get a seed crop the second 
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year; but if I put timothy with it I 
would have a mixed crop of seed.” 

If our correspondent wishes to 
grow alsike for seed, then he should 
sow it alone. His chances for secur- 
ing a seed crop will be very good, 
av alsike usually fills well. It is, how- 
ever, a difficult crop to handle, as it 
must be cut just before it is well out 
of bloom, handled very carefully, and 
thrashed at once. 

The reason we always sow timothy 
with alsike is this: If for any reason 
we should miss a stand of alsike we 
have a good chance of securing a 
stand of timothy. If both grow, the 
timothy holds up the alsike and makes 
it easier to harvest. Besides, alsike 
makes. a very poor aftermath. It 
seems to expend all its energy in pro- 
ducing a seed crop and then grows 
but little during the fall. It all de 
pends on whether our correspondent 
wants a seed crop or hay and pas- 
ture. 


Another Webster county, Iowa, cor- 
respondent writes: 

“IT am calculating to sow during the 
coming summer clover and timothy 
w_th my oats, and I fear a dry sum- 
mer. Would it not be a good thing 
to go over the land as soon as the 
oats and grass seeds are sown and 
cover it with a thin coating of manure 
put on with a spreader? This i3 
rather old ground, and I wish to know 
whether the manure would make the 
oats grow too rank and smother out 
the grasses, or whether the protection 
of the roots from the sun would be 
a benefit.” 

If we knew whether the summer 
would be wet or dry we could tell our 
correspondent at once what to do. We 
ourselves rather look for a dry sum- 
mer. In fact, in lowa we are in the 
midst of a rather severe drouth now, 
not more half the normal quantity of 
rain having fallen for four months, 
and the snowfall being very light. The 
conditions are now very similar to 
those in 1893-4. This, however, does 
not mean that we will necessarily 
have a dry summer. The only certain 
thing about the weather is its uncer- 
tainty. 

If manure is applied immediately 
after seeding is done it will at least 
tend to act as a mulch if the season 
is dry; if it is wet, it will promote 
a more rank growth of both oats and 
grasses. Our correspondent will tiere- 
fore have to use his own judgment 
and take his chances. If he does put 
on the manure he snould be ready to 
mow his oats for hay as soon as they 
are in the dough stage, and use the 
earliest oats that he can get, drilling 
them in. fee suggestions to an 
Indiana correspondent in this article. 


A Tama, county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes that he has a field of 
twenty-five acres, two years in corn 
after clover and timothy. About half 
of it is worn out land, which he does 
not think will grow a good crop of 
corn another year, nor has it ever 
yielded over twenty bushels of oats 
per acre. He has no manure to put 
on it, and asks what we would advise 
putting on land of this kind. He is 
thinking of splitting the fie'd and try- 
ing ten acres of it in potatoes. 

Evidently that land needs to get 
down to clover, and we would not 
risk potatoes cn it, especially on the 
worn out pzrt. Therefore, we would 
aim to secure at all hazards a good 
stand of clover. We know of no bet- 
ter way than simply to fit this land in 
the best possible way, and then sow 
clover and a thin seeding of oats, in 
this case not over a bushel to the 
acre, with the intention of cutting the 
oats for hay and thus giving the clover 
the very best of all chances. In sow- 
ing see that the clover has the proper 
depth of covering. If he prefers, he 
can sow either beardless or Manshury 
barley or speltz instead of oats. We 
prefer the oats because they make 
the best hay. He had better get his 
clover seed at once. 





MILLET FOR HORSES, 

A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“IT would like to know the feeding 
value of millet hay for horses, and 
especially for brood mares.” 

Millet hay is very dangerous feed 
for horses unless it was cut before the 
seed had formed. Millet hay which 
contains seed is very often fatal to 
horses, and they should not be allowed 
to have it at all until after cattle have 
picked over it and eaten what they 
want.

WALLACHS’ FARMER 


THE SAME OLD FRAUD. 


An Eagle Grove, Iowa, correspond- 
ent sends us a letter which he has re- 
ceived from the Iowa Land Company, 
Sioux Rapids, Iowa, asking him to list 
his farm with them and enclosing a 
contract for him to sign. It is the 
same sort of a contract that was used 
So successfully by J. Ira Dexter (who, 
by the way, was convicted of fraud 
last year and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary) a year or two since, and 
which was exposed several times 
in Wallaces’ Farmer. The con- 
tract starts out, “Try to find me 
a buyer for my farm by including 
same in your advertisements for 

. months, or until your right to sell 
has terminated.” Then follows a very 
complete description of the farm. The 
“joker” in the contract is the last 
paragraph, which reads as follows: 
“When. you perform your part of the 
agreement I will pay you at Sioux 
City, Iowa, 25 cents an acre; or if 
you find me an acceptable purchaser 
I will pay that with the excess he 
agrees to pay, if any. Your right to 
sell is terminated if I give you a writ- 
ten notice or sell the land.” 

It will be noticed that from the first 
sentence in the contract the Iowa 
Land Company’s part of the agree- 
ment is to “try” to find a buyer for 
the farm by including same in its ad- 
vertising. The company is under no 
obligations under this contract to find 
a buyer, and the payment of 25 cents 
an acre does not hinge on the sale of 
the land at all. It becomes due when 
the company tries to find a buyer by 
including the farm in its advertise- 
ments. Readers of Wallaces’ Farmer 
last year and year before will prob- 
ably not be caught by a contract of 
this kind, as it was very fully exposed 
by us. Our new readers are cau- 
tioned against signing such a contract. 
We do not know anything about the 
Iowa Land Company. On the letter- 
head no individual’s name is given, 





COAL OIL TREATMENT OF SEED 
co 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In talking with a neighbor recently 
the subject of seed corn came up and 
I made the remark that I was going 
to treat my seed corn with oil of lemon 
and alcohol, and mentioned your sug- 
gestion of last spring and the reports 
of subscribers who had tried it. My 
neighbor told me he had treated his 
seed corn for the past ten years, using 
coal -oil. He stated that about ten 
years ago he was planting a piece of 
sod for the third time that spring, 
the first two plantings having been 
destroyed by wire worms mostly. A 
German came along and, after being 
told of the trouble, said that if my 
neighbor would fill his oil can with 
coal oil and squirt about a tablespoon- 
ful on each box of corn he would have 
no trouble in securing a stand. Fol- 
lowing this advice, he secured a per- 
fect stand from the seed thus treated, 
while the untreated seed went the 
way of the first two plantings. Since 
this, he says, he has never failed to 
secure a good stand the first time, 
and the coal oil does not seem to 
affect the germinating of the corn if 
it is planted immediately. Several 
years ago, one Saturday night caught 
him with the planter boxes full except 
for one round. On Monday morning 
he went on planting without refilling 
the boxes with fresh corn, and he says 
that not a single grain of it grew. 
Since this he empties the boxes at 
night and throws away that corn. 
What do you know of this treatment?

WALLACES’ FARMER 


PREPARATION OF LAND FOR 
ALFALFA. 
Nebraska 


“A northeastern corre- 


spondent writes: 

“I wish to sow forty acres of alfalfa 
next summer. Would it be best to sow 
in the spring, or raise a crop and sow 
as soon as posible in the fall? In 
either case how would you prepare the 
ground before sowing? The land is 
quite old, there are some clay spots on 
the hilltops, and it has never had an 
application of manure.” 

Our correspondent is risking a good 
deal when he puts in so large an acre- 
age of alfalfa, especially if it has not 
been grown successfully in that section. 
We would not use either of the meth- 
ods he suggests. We would not sow it 
in the spring, for the reason that it 
would be almost impossible to secure a 
seed bed on which we would care to 
trust alfalfa seed at present prices. 
Neither would we in that latitude un- 
dertake to raise a crop and sow it late 
in the fall, for the reason that we do 
not believe he could prepare a proper 
seed bed and get the alfalfa in in time 
to grow a sufficient winter covering. 

As this land is quite old and there 
are some clay spots on the hilltops, 
we would plow it four or five inches 
deep in the spring when it is in good 
condition for plowing. (It should have 
been plowed last fall.) We would then 
disk it thoroughly, thus getting it well 
settled in the botfom, and would disk 
it about once a week until midsummer, 
say in July or the first of August. 
When there is sufficient moisture in 
the ground, which ordinarily would be 
the case at this time provided it is 
properly disked, we would sow at 
about the rate of twenty-or twenty-five 
pounds of clean alfalfa seed per acre, 
and cover it deep enough to secure 
sufficient moisture for germination. 

Our correspondent may ask why, 
and we are always glad to have our 
readers raise this question. The rea- 
son we have recommended the above 
is because this land needs all the plant 
food that it is possible to secure, and 
there seems to be no way except devel- 
oping it in the soil itself. This early 
plowing and disking through the sum- 
mer will develop a very considerable 
amount of plant food. It will not add 
anything to the soil, but it will put 
what is already there in shape for the 
use of the plants by natural processes. 
This early plowing and settling will 


get the turned furrow in close capillary | 
connection with the subsoil and. facili- 


tate the rise of moisture; while the 
disking on the surface from week to 
week will maintain a mulch of loose 
dirt and hold the moisture. It will 
also sprout and kill all the weeds that 
usually grow in the spring, and if con- 
tinued up to the first of August will 
perform the same important service 
with weeds that germinate in the lai- 
ter part of the season. Therefore, by 
the time the land is sown to alfalfa it 
should have moisture and should be 
quite free from weeds; and if sown 
not later than the first of August in 
that latitude, it will in a favorable sea- 
son make from six inches to a foot and 
a half of growth, which will be suffi- 
cient winter covering. 

These methods are somewhat dif- 
ferent from those urged by other writ- 
ers, but from our experience in grow- 
ing alfalfa we believe the principles 
enunciated are absolutely sound. 
Some would suggest that the alfalfa 
be sown with some kind of spring 
grain, which would smother out the 
weeds (possibly smother out the al- 
falfa, too,) and this might win if the 
season was just right; but if we owned 
that land we would not risk it. 

The reason why so many persons 
fail in growing alfalfa in almost any 
section is because they do not provide 
the conditions which the alfalfa plant 
requires, and therefore it refuses to 
grow for them. It must always be 
borne in mind that the alfalfa plant in 
its early stages is a tender plant, and 
that it is by nature a monopolist and 
does not tolerate any other grass or 
weed growing with it. There is no 
trouble about growing alfalfa almost 
anywhere on ordinary prairie soils, 
provided we furnish the conditions; 
but without these conditions it is one 
of the most contrary plants that ever 
grew.

MINCE MEAT THAT WILL KEEP. 
To Hearts and Homes: 

I noticed someone asked for a 
recipe for mince meat, and I thought 
I would send mine. The old rule is to 
have twice as much meat as anole. 
Four pounds chopped meat, eight 
pounds chopped apple, one pound 
chopped suet, three pounds chopred 
rrisins, one rornd czurrcnts, four 
pounds sugir, cne tablespo-n each ot 
chopped candie] lemon and orange 
peel, one-half teacup chopped citron, 
three ounces cinnamon, one _ quart 
cranberries, four large nutmegs, one 
quart cherries, two ounces cloves, a 
very little salt. Mix these ingredi- 
ents in a pan, which will need to be 
a large one, and fcr the moisture u_e 
et least a quart of boiled cider and 
a cuart of sorghum molasses. For the 
rest any fruit juice such as grape 
juice, cider, or anything left from 
cann'ng; also a glass or two of jelly. 
If there is not enough fruit juice, use 
water; but I always put up the juices 
for this purpose. Much of the quality 
of the mince depends on chopping 
everything very fine. The meat

SON. 

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
eon for February 16, 1908.—John 4: 

= 4) 

“snd after the two days he went 
forth from thence into Galilee. (44) 
For Jesus himself testified, that a 
prophet hath no honor in his own 
country. (45) So when he came into 
Galilee, the Galilaeans received him, 
having seen all the things that he did 
in Jerusalem at the feast; for they 
went also unto the feast. (46) He 
came therefore again unto Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Capernaum. 
(47) When he heard that Jesus was 
come out of Judea into Galilee, he 
went unto him, and besought him that 
he would come down, and heal his son; 
for he was at the point of death. (48) 
Jesus therefore said unto him, Except 
ye see signs and wonders, ye will in 
no wise believe. (49) The nobleman 
saith unto him, Sir, come down ere my 
child die. (50) Jesus saith unto him, 
Go thy way; thy son liveth. The man 
believed the word that Jesus spake 
unto him, and he went his way. (51) 
And as he was now going down, his 
servants met him, saying that his son 
lived. (52)) So he inquirel of them 
the hour when he began to mend. 


They said therefore unto him, Yester- 
day at the seventh hour the fever left 
him. (53) So the father knew that it 


was at that hour in which Jesus said 
unto him, Thy son liveth: and himself 
believed, and his whole house. (54) 
This is again the second sign that 
Jesus did, having come out o: Judea 
into Galilee.” 

After two days spent in Samaria, in 
which “many believed on him because 
of the word of the woman,” and many 
more because they heard him for 
themselves, Jesus returned to Galilee. 
The reason ass‘gned is: “ior Jesus 
himself testified, that a prophet hath 
no honor in his own country.” It is 
not easy to see just what is meant 
by this statement. A favorite view, 
and the most reasonable on its face, 
is to understand by “his own country” 
His home in Nazareth, where He used 
the proverb when they drove Him from 
the synagogue on the Sabbath day and 
threatened to kill Him. On this view 
of it He went to Galilee instead of 
Nazareih, His own country, and for 
the reason stated. I am not sure, how- 
ever, that this is the correct view. 
Mary was probably now a widow and 
the last we have heard of her was at 
Capernaum with her other children, 
whither they went after the wedding 
at Cana. It is likely that she lived 
somewhere in that region. In that 
case Nazareth would not be His home 
or His country. 

Perhaps a simpler explanation may 
be had by going back to the third 
verse of this chapter, where it is said, 
“Hi left Judea and departed again 
into Galilee,” because His teachings 
and miracles were giving Him more 
fame than He thought best for the suc- 
cess of His work; and in Galilee, His 
own country, the opportunities for 
efficient work would be better, “for a 
Prophet hath no honor (that is, fame) 
in his own country.” However, on His 
return from Judea through Samaria, 
the Galileans received Him with favor, 
not as did the Samaritans, on account 
of His teachings, but because the re- 
port of His miracles in Jerusalem, 
ee of which are recorded, had 
Spread all over the country. (The 
clause, “for they also went unto the 
fe . mad is to explain to the Gentiles, 
Hei vhom the gospel of John was writ-

appreciaiel his greatness until after 
he became president. 

What impressed the Galileans at 
this time was not the teachings of 
Christ or His personal character, but 
the fact that He had stirred up Jeru- 
salem with His miracles. Hum7n 
nature was then about what it is now. 
Keeping this fact in mind, that the 
Galileans bestowed these new honors 
upon their own countryman on account 
of His reputation abroad as a miracle 
worker, we can better understand what 
follows. 

A nobleman, no doubt a Jew (the 
Greek word indicates that he was one 
of Herod’s officers, possibly Chuza, 
whose wife was afterwards a com- 
panion of Mary and Salome, and who 
lived at Capernaum) came to Cana 
“and besought him that he would 
come down, and heal his son; for he 
was at the point of death.” The 
Saviour evidently regarded the nobie- 
man as one who came to Him not from 
any personal love or admiration, but 
as a last resort when other doctors had 
and could do nothing, and He revealed 
the smallness of his faith by the very 
terms of his request. We shall see 
this more clearly if we contrast his 
request with a very similar request 
of the Roman centurion recorded in 
Matthew 8:5-13 and Luke 7:1-10. The 
centurion sends his friends; this man 
comes himself. The centurion asks 
healing for his servant; the nobleman 
for his son. The centuricn says: 
“Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldst come under my roof; but only 
say the word, and my servant shall be 
healed;” the nobleman says, “Come 
down ere my child die.” He had not 
faith at all that Christ could raise the 
dead; neither, be it remembered, had 
Mary and Martha. 

When Jesus replies, “Except ye see 
signs and wonders ye will in no wise 
believe,’ He may have had in mind 
the conversion of numbers of Samari- 
tans without signs and wonders, but 
merely as the result of His revelation 
of Himself as something more than 
man by His knowledge of the charac- 
ter of the woman at the well, or possi- 
bly His thought may have beer: This 
man has heard of the miracles which 
I wrought at Jerusalem, but must see 
for himself. While these are not 
necessarily excluded, it seems to me 
that the prominent thought is: This 
man thinks ic is necessary that I go 
to his home and treat his child—as if 
My power of healing could not be ex- 
ercised without My immediate pres- 
ence. 

In the forty-ninth verse the noble- 
man repeats his request: “Come down 
ere my child die.” In this case the 
Saviour recognizes the germ of faith 
expressed by his urgent request, and 
said: “Go thy way; thy son liveth.” 
And he went, evidently believing; 
went leisurely; for he does. not 
seem to have reached home till the 
next day, whereas he might easily 
have gone the distance the same day 
after one o’clock in the afternoon. 
Even then he did not expect a com- 
plete recovery, for he inquired of the 
servants who met him the hour when 
his son began to mend, and the answer 
was, “Yesterday at the seventh hour 
the fever left him.” The result—that 
he believed, and his whole house. He 
came to Christ at first driven by his 
affection for his son, just as he would 
have gone for a doctor who was re- 
puted tu work wonderful cures. He 
saw from the reproof of Jesus, “Ex- 
cept ye see signs and wonders, ye will 
in no wise believe,’ that there was 
something more in the new Teacher 
than a wonder-worker, and believed a 
little bit, believed that He might ar- 
rest the disease, but that raising the 
dead would be beyond His power. Now 
he believed wholly, and at once used 
all his influence as a father and mas- 
ter to bring his whole house to the 
same faith in the Divine Saviour. 

Nor should we fail to notice the esti- 
mate that Jesus puts on miracles. 
They were never wrought to excite 
surprise or wonder on the part of the 
people, or to call public attention to 
Him and His work. “An evil and 
adulterous generation seeketh after a 
sign; and there shall no sign be given 
it but the sign of Jonah the prophet.” 
He will not pose as a mere wonder- 
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worker. Nor was the primary object 
of such miracles as He wrought to 
give mere relief to suffering. Thou- 
sands of the Jewish people suffered 
all through the three years of His min- 
istry, and went down to their graves 
unhealed. Had it been His sole aim 
to relieve suffering, He could have 
been known through these years 
as the man who abolished sickness 
and death. Miracles were therefore 
wrought sparingly, never to gratify 
curiosity, never as a mere exercising 
of supernatural power, but always to 
subserve some great moral end; in 
this case, to strengthen the little bit 
of faith which the nobleman alreacy 
had; as in the first miracle at Cana, 
to strengthen the faith of His own 
chosen disciples. 

One of the most important lessons 
for us is that Christ helps those that 
believe in Him even a little bit, and 
deals with them in such a way as to 
bring out a larger faith. He, however, 
counted the Samaritans who believed 
without miracles of higher honor than 
those who can be convinced only by 
miracles; but he accepts and blesses 
the smallest measure of faith or con- 
fidence in Him. The point of the les- 
son will be lost if we do not see that 
this Scripture is given for the benefit 
of those of us whose faith is weak

and motives mixed with much that can- 
not meet with the Divine approval. 
Our God is infinite in His patience and 
compassion, and will not break the 
bruised reed nor quench the smoking 
flax, but will strengthen the one and 
fan the feeble heat of the other into 
a flame. 

It is well to note here the place that 
family affection has in leading men to 
the higher life. This nobleman’s af- 
fection for his sick son led to the salva- 
tion of the entire family. A _ little 
child leads many an erring father back 
to the faith of his own early child- 
hood; a sister’s love keeps many a 
boy from ruin. The capacity for lov- 
ing is developed in the home: First, 
natural affection, in which even the 
lower animals share; then love for par- 
ents, brothers and sisters, based on 
appreciation of the things in them lov- 
able; then love for the great Author 
of our being, often culminating in such 
supreme devotion that for His sake we 
are ready to. sacrifice all things 
earthly. “God spared not angels when 
they sinned.” Was it impossible to 
spare them because, so far as we 
know, there is no family life among 
angels, no gradual growth or develop- 
ment, and hence a lack of that 
supreme capacity for loving which 
characterizes the human race?

ABOUT FARM BUILDINGS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In driving about among our neigh- 
bors and friends comparing notes for 
mutual benefit we find the topic of 
building farm improvements of about 
the most general interest. On many 
farms the need of the third barn or 
house is becoming very pointed as the 
one that was built as a successor to 
the homestead shack is becoming out- 
grown and the makeshifts of sheds are 
not satisfactory for the increased 
amount of stock which it seems desir- 
able to keep. It. seems a puzzle why 
a man and his wife will pinch and 
crowd, do without or put up with the 
greatest inconveniences for a house to 
live in until there is a shed for nearly 
every separate thing and then when 
the children are just about grown 
build a nice large house to be a big 
task to keep in order in their old days. 
But do they do without until they can 
build a large barn? No. The barn 
pays for both, so they build it as they 
go. 

This is all very well to build barns 
as you are able, but when the time 
comes to build a permanent barn why 
not build it for the whole farm and 
have it big enough for all purposes 39 
the sum total of the buildings will be 
barn, house and chicken house. 

Now don’t get excited, if these thre2 
are built right that is all that is needel 
and the shoemaker will lose a good 
deal thereby. 

in a twenty mile drive today I count- 
ed no less than sixteen places where 
the number of buildings were twelve 
or more, and then at nearly every one 
of these sixteen places there was an 
open shed for the greater part of the 
cattle. A barn should be planned and 
built with the prime idea of making 
money for its owner, and to do this 
must be capable of making June out 
of January so far as the growing and 
fattening of the stock is concerne‘. 
On any one of the places noted there 
was sufficient material to have made a 
bern to hold every head of stock, ev- 
ery bit of feed and every tool on the 
farm, but no it was all used boxing up 
cold storage for winter use and hot 
air for summer. Had it been all in one 
at least half the time would have been 
saved feeding, and surely one-third the 


feed, fcr the stock must be kept warm 
either by protection or feed. 

W .h the ever increasing price of 
lumber the importance of this question 


increases and at no distant future date 
other materials such as cement, brick 


and metal wll take the place of lumber 
generaly for building material. As yet 
except in rare cases lumber is the 


cheapest, and how to make the most 
of that already on the farm when the 
reconstruction of the buildings is un- 
dertaken is a matter for deep study, as 
we found out by experience and hav- 
ing traveled both roads we feel able 
In building a barn, if able 
financially, plan ample room for every 
thing and then have a good, generous 
space besides. You will grow. We all 
do—some of us better—some meaner— 
some bigger—some smaller—the big 
barn helps two of these classes and 
prevents two. If not able financially 
to build all you want, plan it all, build 
what you can afford, catch your 
breath, and try again. 

Five essentials must be contained in 
a barn if it is a real success. These 
are warmth, light, ventilation, capacity 
and convenience. Having succeeded 
in putting up for myself a barn hav- 
ing all these and without objection 
save one—the danger of fire by care- 
less help or lightning, which is met by 
fire insurance, we shall be glad to help 
others if they will ask, giving details 


to advise.

LETTER FROM THE ARGENTINE. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer 

The news from Washington tells of 
the recent operation for appendicitis 
upon the person of Mrs. Alice Long- 


worth, which entitles her to first 
place in Washington social circles. 
In conversation with an_ English 
physician resident in Buenos Aires I 


learned that all attempts to introduce 
appendicitis into Argentine high life 
has failed thus far, and the learned 
doctor sighed heavily as he told me, 
for he said there were many hundreds 
in tne city of Buenos Aires that could 
well afford to have it if they were not 
so non-progressive and so far behind 
the times. The Argintino is just like 
an Indian in his habits of living. The; 
cure pork here by a process of salt- 
ing and smoking that makes a ham 
as solid and sweet as Armour’s best 
sugar-cured product, and they eat it 
without any cooking whatever, and 





trichinosis is unknown ift this country.

It is worth a trip to Argentina io 
see these Spaniards hitch up and work 
horses. The usual road vehicle is the 
ponderous cart with two wheels from 
six to ten feet high.

The horse in the shafts is 
hitched direct to the rig; no such 
thing as singletrees or eveners are 
used on road vehicles.

seven to fifteen horses hitched to a 
two-wheeled cart. They are spread 
out in front and at the sides of the 
rig in much the same way that geese 
fly in the air.

These that’ are in straight line with 
the cart have collars tnd traces run- 
ning back to the shafts, but the side 
horses are hitched with a_ cinch 
around the body and a rawhide rope 
from the cinch to any place on the 
cart where it can be made fast. Usu- 
ally there are rings in the ends of the 


axle on each side where these side 
horses are tied on; if not, they are 
made fast to the body of the cart, and 
if the load is very heavy they will 
keep tying on horses till they think 
they have enough even if they have 
to hitch one horse to another. They 


drive on the trot with loads. No kind 
of road vehicle is ever driven on the 
walk in this country, loaded or empty. 
These carts when loaded and got 
going spin along like a top, and, with 
their high, broad wheels, run very 
easy. 

The population of the Argentine is 
6,000,000, and it 1s estimated that the 


dogs outnumber the people two to 
one; and such vicious, rabid, red- 
mouthed dogs they are. Dogs are 


kept for three purposes—to scare 
away thieves, to carry fleas out of 
houses, and for bed-warmers. In this 
semi-tropical country, where no heat- 
ing stoves are kept in the houses, I 
am told it is common practice to put 
a small, hairless dog (quite common 


here) into a bed for a foot-warmer 
at night. 
When night comes, everything is 


locked tp cr naled down. The 
houses all hove iren bars on the win- 
dows, that give them the a»nvearance 
of jails. The business houses are all 
walled in with brick walls eight feet 
high with barb wire or broken bott.es 
on top so that any attempt to ap- 
proach a store frcm the back way ‘s 
useless, and man-eating dogs are kept 
inside the enclosure, chained in day 
time and loose at night. The clerks 
in stores are all required to sleep in- 
side the store building on cots dis- 
tributed through the various depart- 
ments, so as to act as night watches 
as well as day clerks. This country 
has a system of mounted police sim- 
ilar to that of Canada. They do very 
good guard duty on highways and in 
the villages. They make their rounds 
in the small towns every night at nine 
o’clock, blowing a bugle and calling 
“All is well,” which seems an absurd

A Missouri correspondent sends us 
some wheat plants which he says 
have been injured by some insect. He 
wishes to know if it would be safe io 
sow clover in a field of wheat damage | 
in this way. He has already sown 
timothy in the field and secured a 


good stand. From the condition of 
the ;’....s we are unable to tell just 
what insect has been doing the dam- 


ege. It is probably either the Hessian 
fly or the green bug. We would not 
hesitate to sow clover in this field 
next spring as there are very few 
insects which are damaging to both 
wheat and clover. Under our corre- 
spondent’s conditions the clover 
should be sown early, before the frost 
is out of the ground. If the clover is 
to be used for hay, common red clover 
should be sown at the rate of eight 
pounds to the acre. If the clover is 
to be used for pasture, four pounds 
each of the mammoth and common red 
clover should be sown to the acre. If 
the wheat shows up badly next spring, 
it would be well to pasture it. Care 
should be taken, however, not to pas- 
ture so closely as to hurt the young 
clover plants.

more sticky? We have sows in pas- 
ture: have second crop clover hay. 
We want to feed what corn we can. 
Oats is worth 40 cents per bushel, 
speltz about the same, corn right 
around 50 cents, shorts $1.25 per 100 
pounds. We noticed last winter that 
you cautioned against the use of tank- 
age, What is the matter with it for 
sows?” 

Our correspondent has evidently not 
clearly in mind the object of using 
such feeds as oil meal with corn. 
Corn is the cheapest feed we have in 
the corn belt for all kinds of stock. 
The reason it should not be used as 
the exclusive ration is that it contains 
too large a percentage of the fat- 
producing constituents and too small 
a percentage of the food which goes 
to make bone, muscle, hair, et.; that 
is, the growth-producing food. In 
other words, corn is not a properly 
balanced food. To use it to the 
best advantage, therefore, something 
should be fed with it which supplies 
what the corn lacks; that is, some 
food which is rich in the material 
which makes growth—flesh, muscle, 
bone, hair, ete.—something that will 
balance the corn. Oil meal is such a 
food; oats to a less extent; also 
shorts, bran, clover hay, alfalfa hay, 
etc. The value of a food which it is 
desired to use to balance the corn 
ration is determined by the amount 
of protein it contains, protein being 
the name of the constituent which 
makes muscle and growth. The ques- 
tion therefore before the man who is 
looking for a food with which to bal- 
ance his corn is in what food can he 
get protein at the cheapest price per 
pound. In feeding his brood sows our 
correspondent wants to balance the 
corn so that the brood sows will have 
in their food the material needed to 


develop litters of strong, growthy, 
healthy pigs. Keeping this in mind, 
the oil meal is worth considerably 


more as a balance for the corn ration 


than the ground flax seed. Oil meal 
is the residue after the oil has been 
pressed out of the flax seed; the oil 


being the fat-producing part of the 
flax seed, it is a part which our corre- 
spondent cannot afford to buy at the 
price named when he can buy corn at 
o” cents a bushel. What he wants is 
protein and not the part of the food 
which produces fat, which he has 
cheaper in corn than in anything else 
he can buy. ‘Therefore, pound for 
pound, for his purpose the oil meal is 
Worth more than the ground flax seed. 
Flax seed is valuable at times when 
the d gestive apparatus is out of order, 
as the oil has a soothing action on the 
aigestive tract. It is also valuable for 
young calves, to be mixed with the 
Skim-milk for the first month say. But 
all other kinds of stock the vil 
me al is worth more than the flax seed 
— as a balance for the corn ration.

RATION FOR GILTS, 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“IT have twenty-three young gilts, 
weighing about 225 pounds’ each. 
They are all bred. They seem to be 
a little too fat, yet we are only feed- 
ing them about seventy-five ears of 
corn twice a day and letting them run 
on twenty-five acres of meadow. 
Would it do to reduce or change their 
feed to something else? This is my 
first experience in handling sows.” 

It is not very easy to have young 
sows too fleshy at farrowing time, but 
there is some danger in having them 
too fat. Our correspondent will note 
that we make a difference between 
flesh and fat. He is not giving these 
sows the right kind of ration to get 
the best results. They should have 
some protein food along with the corn. 
We do not know what is the cheapest 
protein food for him to use. If he 
could get bran and shorts at a reason- 
able price we would substitute bran 
and shorts mixed for one-half of the 
corn making the ration half corn and 
half bran and shorts by weight. With 
regard to the quantity to feed, he 
should give them enough to keep them 
in good, strong condition. There is 
danger in having old sows too fleshy 
at farrowing time, for the reason that 
they become lazy and will pay no at- 
tention to the squeals of the pigs 
which they may be crushing to death. 
In case of a young sow, however, she 
will get up quickly if she happens to 
lie on her pigs. Consequently she can 
be brought up to farrowing time in 
good, strong condition, and is all the 
better for it, as it gives her some 
reserve to draw on in suckling the 
litter. 





TUMORS IN PIGS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your paper of September 27, 1907, 
a subscriber of Payson, Illinois, asked 
about tumors after castrating pigs. 
Several years ago I read of a remedy 
which I have tried successfully. It 
is as follows: “Catch the pig, flop 
him over on his side, split the tumor 
wide open and as deep as the tumor, 
and throw in a handful of air-slaked 
lime, and the work is done.” I have 
removed tumors in this way that were 
larger than a pint cup. If the cut 
seems very raw I dust it again with 
the lime on the day following. I have 
never known this remedy to fail, and 
send it to you hoping that it may ben- 
efit others.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


HAZEL BRUSH IN PERMANENT 
PASTURE. 


An Iowa subscriber wants to know 
the best and cheapest way of destroy- 
ing hazel brush in a permanent pas- 
ture, where the Angora goat is not 
available. 

Where there are but a few clumps 
of it, one of the methods we have 
seen practiced is to salt cattle in the 
middle of each clump, thus inducing 
the cattle to tramp it out. Another 
method we have heard suggested is 
to adze the brush off just under the 
surface of the ground in the spring 
of the year, when the frost is begin- 
ning to come out. This is said io be 
effective. €heep would no doubt 
damage hazel brush, but would not de- 
stroy it. Apart from breaking the 
land up and putting it under a course 
of cultivation, these are the only 
methods of which we have any knowl- 
edge. 

This is a subject on which we would 
very much like to have information, 
and if any of our readers know of any 
better method than what we have 
suggested we would be glad to hear 
from them. 





WHAT TO DO WITH THE STRAW. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
In the last two issues of the Farmer 


*I have noticed a discussion on “What 


To Do With the Straw.” I was born 
and raised and lived for fifty years in 
Woodford county, Illinois. When I 
was a boy we did with out straw just 
as the Ham/lton county, Iowa, people 
are evidently doing now, according (o 
your correspondent; that is, we put 
the straw stack on a high point in the 
field where the grain was raised. Now 
what good does a straw stack do, or 
of what value is it, out in the field? 
It will not rot for a number of years, 
and the stack will not shelter any- 
thing on a cold, stormy day. I will 
tell you what [ am doing with the 
straw. I farmed for twenty-six years 
in Illinois. As a renter I only changed 
farms three times in the twenty-six 
years, so you may know I was not 
cuffed around very much. By March 
ist I will be five years on my own 
farm in Iowa. For the last twenty 
years my straw stacks have been put 
in the barn lots; I manage to have 
two lots, so I can put a stack in each 
let. To one stack my horses and cat- 
tle are allowed to go at any time they 
are not in the field, and when spring 
comes and they have not got the stack 
down I will get it down for them. 
Then I put movable feed racks on the 
tramped straw around the stack and 
the cattle with hay until they 
go on grass. This gets the straw 
down and tramped and mixed with 
manure so we can haul it out as 
manure. As soon as [ have a field 
of oats cut the manure spreader starts 
and no thrashing is done until this 
manure is all out on the oats stubble, 
ready to be plowed, as soon as the 
shocks are off, for corn the next 
spring; and we haul in corn accord- 
ingly as we hauled out manure. The 
straw stack in the other lot is saved 
for feeding purposes and bedding, for 
which purposes we use a great deal. 
Of course, when the grain is stacked 
before it is thrashed it is difficult to 
get the straw stack in the barn lot. 
I have thrashed out of the shock for 
more than twenty years, and the oats 
are put in the granary and hauled in 


the winter.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


ALFALFA IN MISSOURI. 

A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have five acres of alfalfa which 
the weeds and grass are taking. I 
cut four crops in 1906 and two crops 
in 1907. I could have cut a third crop 
in 1907, but could not get it. There 
is a crop on the ground now which 
I did not cut last fall. I don’t know 
what to do with this field. I would 
like to get some good advice, as I have 
not had much experience with alfalfa.” 

Our correspondent cannot hope to be 
successful in raising alfalfa if he does 
not cut it when it ought to be cut. It 
is not a crop that will stand neglect. 
We would advise him to go on to this 
field this spring as early as the ground 
is fit to work and disk it thoroughly 
both ways. By doing this he will kill 
out a good many of the weeds and 
good deal of the grass and he may 
be able to get the field in such shape 
that it will bear him good crops for 
a year or two yet. If the grass has 
gotten a very good start, however, it 
will be necessary for him to plow the 
field up next year in all probabiliiy. 
Do not be afraid to disk it thoroughly; 
this alfalfa ought to be well estab- 
lished and will stand severe disking. 
If it had been sowed last year we 
would not recommend this, but all 
alfalfa fields two years old or older 
should be thoroughly disked in the 
spring. This is especially necessary 
east of the Missouri river, where it is 
more difficult to keep the alfalfa field 
free from grass and weeds. 





SEEDING ON NYE. 

A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have eighteen acres of rye which 
I wish to sow to timothy and clover. 
On account of the dry weather, the 
ground was plowed late, and as it con- 
tinued dry, the rye is very thin. There 
are about three inches of frost in the 
ground now, but the top is dry and 
checked somewhat. Some days it 
thaws an inch or so deep. The land 
has been in corn for sometime. Would 
it do to sow the clover and timothy 
now, and would you run the herrow 
over it after sowing? I also have a 
wheat field on which I sowel timothy 
last fall. I want to sow it to clover.” 

We would suggest that our corre- 
spondent wait until a little later when 
the frost is out of the ground and 
then sew the timothy and clover on 
the rye field and harrow it in. He 
must do this when the ground is dry: 
otherwise he will destroy a great deal 
of the rye. With regard to sowing 
clover on the wheat field on which 
timothy was sowed last fall, if the 
timothy started at al! it will not be 
safe for him to harrow in the clover. 
The better thing for him to do on this 
would be to sow the clover some time 
between now and the 15th of March 
and trust to the freezing and thawing 
to cover it. 





NAMES FOR FARMS. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In a recent issue of the Farmer was 
published a list of names for farms. 
We are afraid the one who sent this 
list does not fully realize the danger 
there is of a mix-up. As has already 
been shown, many of these names sug- 
gested are in use now and are prinied 
on letterheads and used in many ways 
in advertising. While we _ heartily 
agree with the idea that all farms 
should be named, it would be wise to 
have an official record kept of the 
names, together with a description of 
the farm, and it should be understood 
that when the farm changes hands 
the name goes with the farm, whether 
it is sold or handed down by inheri- 
tance. It ought also be understood 
that when a farm is divided the name 
by which it has been known shoul 
remain with that part of the farm 
which has the or’ginal house and that 
those who get the other part of the 
farm should give it another name. It 
may require an act of the legislature 
to properly provide for a department 
of either state or county which would 
have charge of this matter of farm 
names. When a name is sent in for 
a farm it ought to be the duty of the 
recorder of farm names to ascertain 
whether this name has been previ- 
ously used, and if so, he should refuse 
to accept it. At the beginning all 
aames should bear the date when they 
were adopted, and where the same 
name is offered for two farms the one 
bearing the earliest authentic date 
should be given the right to use it.

IMPROVING THE FARM FLOCK, 


It often happens that a man and 


his wife are not in perfect harmony 
on the poultry question. The wife, 
whose work is with the poultry is 


interested in having a flock of which 
she may be proud, a uniform flock a 


little better than her neighbor’s. The 
husband may object on the grounds 


that he has no money to put in pure 
bred poultry; he may even tell how 
his mother paid the grocery bills and 
clothed the family with a flock not 
so good as theirs. A wife whose hus- 
band takes this view of the chicken 
question, but who the need of 
better poultry on their farm, has asked 
our advice as to how to improve the 
flock of mixed chickens without put- 
ting any money into the work: “We 
are on a rented farm. The chicken 
house is about 12x14 feet; there are 
two small windows, and the door is 
on the south side. The roosts are up 
nearly to the roof. At present we 
have 100 chickens in the house, n:nety 
hens and pullets and ten roosters— 
three Barred Rocks, two Buff Cochins, 
two years old, and five of our best 
young roosters. The hens are not 
laying now, and I am anxious to do 
well with them because the money 
from the chickens is supposed to be- 
long to me, thovgh it usually goes on 
the grocer:es. I think if I cculd get 
plenty of eggs now that my husband 
would be willing to buy me a few 
pure breds, but he says if I can’t make 
a common hen lay I couldn’t make 
a good one lay, and the money in- 
vezted would be lost.” 

We have a great deal of confidence 
in the farm hen even if she is of mixed 
blood, and if our subscriber is per- 
mitted to have her way absolutely in 
the management of the flock she will 
undoubtedly get her pure breds in 
time. 

To begin with, there are too many 
hens for the house. Not more than 
forty hens at the most should be kept 
in a house of this size, and thirty 
would be better. Cull your flock care- 
fully; look at the rear first for signs 
of staining about the vent, and bag- 
gng down as with overfat; reject 
all such birds, and also any that have 
crooked breastbones. Choose birds 
with long breast bones and deep in 
the breast; along the keel is where 
the best meat lies, and we must pro- 


feels 


vide in a general purpose flock for 
this. Examine the head also. Choose 
the birds with bright, round, alert 


eyes, the quick-moving birds, and the 
Lirds that are always first at the feed 
bucket; reject lIcng-beaked, snake- 
headed birds, dull-eyed birds, and the 


birds that sit on the roost through 
the day. When you have your flock 
culled to fit the house, cull again, 
choosing six to eight of your best 


birds of a uniform type for a breed- 
ing pen. Take the best of the old 
male birds of the same general type 
io mate with these, and sell all the 
other males on the market. 

A breeding pen necessitates a sepa- 
rate house and run, but the house 
may be a dry goods box; and if a run 
is absolutely out of the question for 
lack of means to enclose it, give the 
treeders and the laying hens range 
on alternate days, or for a time give 
the breeders only free range. Many 
a pen of fine birds has lost its use- 
fulness as breeders because of being 


confined too closely through the 
breeding season. If from all your 
hens you have but one or two frcm 


which you care to breed, furnish these 
with a house and yard, and put the 
male with them for a few hours only 
each day. This will give you a chance 
for experiment in determin'ng sex. 
It is claimed that if the male is put 
with the hens early in the morning 
the progeny will be mostly males; if 
he is put in-in the afternoon, or 
toward evening, that the progeny will 
be mostly females. It is also claimed 
that a mating of a cockerel with hens 
produces pullets and of pullets with 
cock birds produces cockerels. Small 
breeding pens give excellent oppor- 
tunities for experiment, and if a note-

Whatever else you do, look for 
vigor and constitution in your birds. 
A hen that does not have a good con- 
stitution will never be a good egzg- 
producer; a male without a good con- 
stitution will never breel egg-pro- 
ducers. If a flock of mixed chickens 
lack constitution they are practically 
worthless, a nuisance, and an expense 
about the place. Some short-sighted 
breeders of pure breds will sacrifice 
constitution to beauty of feather, 
fancy lacing—pure silvery white, rich 
deep buff, etc.—but in the end they 
lose by it. The scraps from the table 
with the usual farm grains will give 
a small breeding pen every food ele- 
ment which they require. With deep 





litter of straw to exercise in, pre 
water, and freedom from lice, these 
hens should make a good record for 
themselves.

tured the opinion that it was no crime 
to foster some method that would 
prove a success and cope with these 
natural conditions. The men and 
women who milk the cows and care 


for the cream in the large area of 
Iowa, who must either churn or not 
milk, but for the centralizers, have 
long since ceased to expect any help 
from the staie dairy department in 
their struggle aga:nst the evils with 
which they must -contend. Every 
blow at the manufacturer is a blow 


at the me?n who milks, and the blows 


have been miny with evident intent 
to cripple instead of to correct or 
help. But in sp:te of all this I would 


have expected orcinary courtesy and 
fairness from Mr. Wright in quoting 
an article and stating an argument. 
He gave my article neither. He opens 
with “under pretense” your. ccrre- 
spondent does so and so. Where'n 
does the pretense lie, Mr. Wright? 
There is no ground for such a charge. 
Again, he says, “and impartially roasts 
all the commissioners.” There is not 
a line, or a word, or a thought in my 


ar’ cle that even remotely implies “a 
roast” of any commissioner up _ to 
19°0. These men had the moral cor- 


age and devotion to the duties of their 
office to point out evils wherever they 
found them, even at the risk of their 
popularity. These men were con- 
cerned in building up and improving 
the whole dairy industry. They were 
too broad-minded to attempt to pro- 
mote or cripple any particular sys- 
tem. I would that we might hope that 
this policy will again return to the 
State Dairy Department of Iowa. 
Then this occurs: “And then as a 
conclusion makes a savage attack on 
co-operative creameries and all who 
now support them.” There is nothing 
in either the letter or spirit of my 
article that gives any grounds for such 
a statement. My article was not an 
attack of any kind on anyone. 3ut 
simply a plain array of indisputable 
evidence show that the official at- 
tempt to saddle upon the centralizers 
the blame for ail the evils that afflict 
the creamery business was without 
foundation and that these evils had 
their origin before the time of the cen- 
tralizers. Mr. Wright should learn 
to be fair. But to be fair takes prac- 
tice. The word silly as I used it had 
no reference whatever to the dairy 
commissioners or their acts, but re- 
ferred solely to the conclusion arrived 
at by the butter-makers of the then 
creameries from the first use of the 
factory separator. I know of but one

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THE SCIENCE OF AGRICULTURE 
VS. THE ART OF FARMING. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In these last days agricultural edu- 
cation is in the air. We have it every- 
where—at the farmers’ institutes, 
clubs and picnics, in the daily papers 
as well as in the farm journals, in the 
educational periodicals and at the 
teachers’ associations. In addition to 
the regular state institutions, special 
courses in agriculture and the allied 
sciences are offered in many acade- 
mies, colleges and universities; and 
even the public schools are taking up 
the work. 

We find also much difference of opin- 
ion. Very many successful farmers, 
who have learned practical wisdom 
from long experience, deride the whole 
movement as needless, or worse. 
“Book farming” and “gentlemen far- 
mers” are often heard as terms of thin- 
ly concealed contempt. These veterans 
of the plow consider experience a sutfi- 
cient teacher, and do not care to know 
the reasons for the processes they 
have found successful. 

On the other hand teachers and stu- 
dents in the schools, and sqme editors 
of farm papers, go to the opposite ex- 
treme. With score book and pencil in 
hand youths upon whose cheeks the 
down has hardly begun to grow as- 
sume more wisdom that the gray-hair- 
ed veteran of half a century. “Old 
fogy,” “mossback,” ‘“hayseed,” and 
similar complimentary epithets are 
hurled at men whose age, if nothing 
else, should entitle them to respect. 

This controversy is most unfortunate 
as it hinders the cause of agricultural 
education. It is worth while to deter- 
mine, if we can, wherein each party 
is right, and wherein they may both 
be wrong. Avoiding extremes truth 
must be sought along the middle way. 
The practical farmer is in error when 
he refuses the help of science; the 
scientist is at fault when he despises 
the teaching of experience. 

For one thing it may be set down as 
an axiom that agriculture, while it has 
a sctentific basis, and involves scien- 
tific principles, cannot when in prac- 
tice be reduced to an exact science. 
The conditions of soil, climate, rain- 
fall, temperature, tillage, fertility, are 
so numerous and varied and changing 
that it is almost impossible to estab- 
lish any uniform rule. The exceptions 
may prove the rule for they will be 
very much in evidence. And, very ott- 
en these conditions are beyond the 
farmer's conirol. He may 
some of them, he may modify in part 
others; but the forces of nature which 
he must employ and on which he is de- 
pendent, are outside his jurisdiction. 
The mechanical condition of the soil is 
an affair of first importance. He may 
have this in perfect order. A heavy 
fall of rain will undo all his labor, and 
he cannot replace it. He is handi- 
capped sometimes for lack of means, 
at other times for lack of help. He 
must do as best he can in his circum- 
stances and in the natural conditions 
that confront him..He may know 
that he is not doing just right but he 
cannot help it. 

Again, because of these changing 
conditions the same rules do not al- 
Ways apply. The method that science 
prescribes may be all right this year, 
and next year all wrong on account of 
different circumstances. On some 
soils in a wet year a certain treatment 
is found good. In a dry year the same 
treatment will fail. Science cannot 
foretell the weather, and the farmer 
takes his chances. 

So as to fertility. Soil analysis is 
scientifically correct, but it is not al- 
ways possibleto get « fair sample of the 
soil in any given field for chemical an- 
alysis. Indeed it is just about impos- 
sible in any case. If the sample an- 
alyzed does not correctly represent the 
field the analysis is worthless. 

Again, some soils assimilate the fer- 
tility furnished them, and produce the 
expected result. Others do not, just as 
some animals assimilate the grain and 
the grass, and fatten; others, with the 
same opportunities, remain poor. Who 
can tell why? 

At the agricultural school or experi- 
ment station there is no lack of money, 
mat.rial or labor. If the weather is 
bad a sufficient force can be furnished 
the next fine day to repair the dam- 
age. The average farmer cannot do 
this. If a few days are lost in spring 
time by rain or sickness the whole sea- 
son’s work is disarranged. Some- 
thing must be slighted.

Very often, also, the bulletins of the 
experiment stations that are sent out 
for instruction of the farmers, are writ- 
ten in technical language that very 
many farmers cannot understand. Or, 
they are loaded with details of experi- 
ments, also stated in technical terms 
that convey very little information to 
the reader. Consequently, the bulle- 
tin is thrown aside, and the really use- 
ful thing in it—the practical result of 
the experiment—is lost. 

These considerations sufficiently in- 
dicate why, notwithstanding all the ef- 
forts made to promote it, scientific ag- 
riculture is making so little progress. 
There may be others, but these are 
enough. What is the remedy? 

Plainly nothing will be gained by 
calling names. The farmers, as a class, 
are not overstocked with learning, but 
they are not fools. They have their 
fair share of common sense. 

The thing to do is for the leaders in 
the work of agricultural education— 
teachers, editors, institute workers— 
to put themselves on a level with those 
they would instruct, and adapt the in- 
struction to the needs and capaciti-s 
of those who are to be taught. He 
who cannot, or will not, do this has no 
business to go before the public. He 
may be useful in the laboratory. 

Another thing greatly to be desired 
is to have in each county an experi- 
ment farm, under the direction of the 
state experiment station, in charge of 2 
practical farmer who has also ample 
scientific knowledge—a combination 
hard to find perhaps—where the meth- 
ods of farming in use in that locality 
should be tested by scientific princi- 
ple as determined at the experiment 
station. His work would be to place 
before the farmers of his county, in 
such a form that they can use it, the 
results of the work at the state experi- 
ment station. 

Such a farm, if conducted somewhat 
along this line, would be an object les- 
son to the farmers of the county. It 
would place within their reach the in- 
formation they most need, and inspire 
them with new ambitions. It would 
be a suitable place for farmers’ assem- 
blies, including the county fair, and the 
annual county institute. It would 
need and should receive generous 
financial support.
